followed by the Narcissus and Early Tulips, and all _be- 
fore vegetation is fairly started. In rapid succession follow the 
gorgeous Parrot Tulips, Crown Imperials, and before these are 
gone the Lilies commence their long succession of bloom. Inter- 
spersed with these is a host of other bulbs, equally valuable for 
their flowers, but whose names are rarely mentioned.

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How to Grow Hyacinths Gutdoors. 


For the open border but one condition is absolutely necessary, viz., they must be protected against frost. 
Although Hyacinths are classed with the hardy bulbs, they are by no means such, and where the bulbs are cultivated 
for purposes of sale the ground is so thoroughly mulched that the frost rarely, if ever, touches the bulbs 

In planting the Hyacinth, no matter what the nature of the soil may be, make it deep, and work in liberal 
quantities of well-rotted manure; if itis a heavy loam the bulbs should not be covered more than two inches; if in 
alight sandy soil, cover them fully four inches. Upon the approach of frost, cover the beds with newly fallen leaves, 
to the depth of six inches; this covering should be extended at least eighteen inches beyond the bed on all sides, 
and then kept in place by Evergreen boughs, brush or pieces of boards. Thus protected, the Hyacinth will be 
among the first plants to put in an appearance above ground in spring. 

No further work will be required for the perfect development of the flower. Bulbs should be planted from 
4 to 6 inches deep and about 6 inches apart. :

The chemicals used in “Climax Lawn Sand” are of such a 
nature, that they will readily destroy any plant to which they can 
adhere: Weeds as arule have broad hairy leaves or grow in 
mattings so that powder can easily remain on the plants for several 
hours, while the glasses are smooth and finebladed and do not 
accept the sand as adherence. 


SEASON:. "Climax Lawn Sand" may be applied 
during the growing season of the year, namely from b 


April to the end of October. 


CONDITIONS OF THE LAWN: The lay
